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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The informal drawings are not of sufficient quality to permit examination.

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the phraseology used,

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed subject 
matter in claims 1-20 is a allowable because the arts of record fail to teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed "An asynchronous FIFO apparatus (figs. 1 and 2) for a data 
processing apparatus having a first clock domain and a second clock domain, the first 
clock domain being asynchronous with respect to the second clock domain, the 
asynchronous FIFO apparatus being operable to pass data between the first clock 
domain and the second clock domain comprising: routing logic (see routing of read 
pointer from CLK 1 to CLK 2 and logic elements in fig. 2) operable to pass the auxiliary 
access pointer to the other of said first and second clock domains to enable that other of 
the first and second clock domains to retrieve the access pointer stored in the auxiliary 
FIFO memory (passing the auxiliary access pointer to the other of said first and second 
clock domains and passing at the other of the first and second clock domain, the access 
pointer stored in the auxiliary FIFO memory in claim 11); in combination with the 
claimed main FIFO memory, an auxiliary FIFO memory" in claims 1 and 11. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably .

6. IEEE publication "A 6.4 GBPS FIFO Design for 8-32 Two-Way Data Exchange 
Bus" to Chua et al. disclose a FIFO architected having means for indicating when the 
write pointer is full.
